The Board is also looking forward to more meetings of the joint committee
of the Texas Board of Professional Engineers and TBAE. Both Boards formed
this committee in 2001 and the committee has met since then as needed to 
discuss issues of mutual concern. In 2003, as a result of the two agencies’
Sunset Reviews and the Sunset Advisory Commission’s recognition of the value
of regular communication between these two agencies, the Legislature put the
joint committee into statute, making it a formal function of both Boards and
requiring that the committee meet at least twice yearly. Our hope is that the
committee’s work will ultimately benefit the public by forging a better under-
standing between the two disciplines.

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Amendments
and New
Rules
The following amendments and new
rules have been adopted by the Board
since September 1, 2003. The full text of
these rules is provided on TBAE’s Web
site (http://www.tbae.state.tx.us).

Joint  adv isor y  committee

New rules 1.12 and 3.12 govern issues
related to the appointment, tenure, and
functions of a statutory joint advisory
committee for TBAE and the Texas
Board of Professional Engineers. The
new rules reflect recent legislation. 

Legal  s tatus  in  Uni ted  States

Amendments to rules 1.21, 3.21, 5.31
add a requirement that an applicant for
registration by examination must provide
verification that the applicant is legally
in the United States pursuant to the
Federal Personal Responsibility and
Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act 
of 1996.

Requirement  for  rec iprocal  
reg is trat ion

Amendments to rules 1.22, 3.22, and
5.32 add language that requires a 
reciprocal applicant to hold a 
registration that is active and in good
standing in another jurisdiction that has
registration requirements substantially
equivalent to Texas registration 
requirements or that has entered into a
reciprocity agreement with the Board
that has been approved by the Governor
of Texas. The amendments reflect a
recent legislative change.

Refunds  for  exams

Amendments to rules 1.41, 3.41, and
5.51 specify the conditions under which
refunds for exams may be requested. 

Exam compl iance  wi th  ADA

New rules 1.45, 3.45, and 5.55 describe
the Board’s policy for ensuring that the
examination process complies with the
requirements of the Americans with
Disabilities Act. 

Automat ic  cance l lat ion  of
de l inquent  reg is trat ions

Amendments to rules 1.65, 3.65, and
5.75 implement recently enacted 
statutory language regarding the 
automatic cancellation of any 
registration that is delinquent for 
one year. Amendments to rules 1.82,
3.82, and 5.92 describe this provision
enacted by the Legislature. 

Reinstatement  o f  reg is trat ion
revoked due  to  d isc ip l inary
act ion

Amendments to rules 1.66, 3.66, and 5.76
implement recently enacted statutory 
language regarding the reinstatement of a
registration that has been revoked as a
result of disciplinary action, surrendered
in lieu of disciplinary action, or cancelled
due to the registrant’s failure to renew 
the registration.

Emeri tus
New Rule 1.67 implements a recent
statutory change that allows architects
who have reached retirement age after
long professional careers to pay greatly
reduced registration fees, use the title
"architect emeritus” or “emeritus 
architect,” and practice architecture 
on a limited basis. 

Fee Schedule
Amendments to rules 1.81, 3.81, and
5.91 add the agency’s fee schedule to the
rules, a reference to a processing fee to
be charged if a check is returned unpaid
by the bank upon which the check is
drawn and a description of a fee 
exemption for members of the U.S. 
military who are on active duty status.
The exemption will continue through
the remainder of the fiscal year during
which the registrant’s active duty status
expires. Contact the Board to request
exempt status and be prepared to provide
verification of your active duty service.

Q: What are the continuing

education requirements? 

A: Although TBAE does not currently 
provide a list of pre-approved providers of
continuing education, we will do so at
some point in the future. In the mean-
time, here are some things to consider:

• Eight hours of continuing education 
are required per year for all three design
professions. All of the eight hours must
be health, safety, or welfare related 
and must be technically relevant to 
your profession. One hour must be 
related to barrier-free design which
refers to accessibility.

T e x a s  B o a r d  o f  A r c h i t e c t u r a l  E x a m i n e r s
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• While TBAE does not currently certify
continuing education classes, a good
source for classes can be found through
national professional organizations.
Keep in mind that TBAE does not 
endorse the courses so you will still need
to make sure the course is relevant to
your field and meets the above criteria.

• Once you have determined the course
meets the above criteria, keep the
course documentation in your files and
maintain a CEPH log (found on our
Web site). Do not mail the log to
TBAE unless we request it for an audit.
We currently audit a percentage of all
registrants on a random basis.

• Supporting documentation for every-
thing you claim should be maintained
for five years; it will be required if you
are chosen for an audit.

• Three hours of the CEPH may be self-
directed (reading or research) and the
other five must be a structured class,
seminar, or workshop. The one hour of
barrier-free may be either. An online
course or monograph that has an 
independently graded exam is 
considered structured activity as well.

Q: Can you clarify seal

usage requirements? 

A: Architects, landscape architects,
and interior designers who are licensed
to practice in Texas are required to seal,
sign, and date construction and other
design documents that they 
prepare or which are prepared under
their supervision and control. The 
primary purpose for affixing the seal to
construction and other documents is to
assure the reader that the documents are
ready to be used for regulatory approval,
permitting, and construction. To receive
a summary of the seal rules, please con-
tact our office. The seal rules are located
in Subchapter F for each profession. 

Here are some important things to
remember when using the seal:

• If an architect, landscape architect, 
or interior designer releases a 
construction or other design document
NOT intended for regulatory approval,
permitting, or construction, then the
following information is required to be
printed on each document:

• the registrant’s name

• the date the document is issued

• the statement: “Not for regulatory
approval, permitting or 
construction.”

• The seal, signature and date are
required on all construction 
documents issued for regulatory
approval, permitting or construction.

• The image of the seal must be of the
same design as that shown in the seal
rules. The seal must be accompanied
by the date the document is signed,
and the signature must be that of the
design professional who is responsible
for the document.

• Electronic seals and signatures are 
permitted. Registrants are no longer
required to include a special note on
electronic construction documents. 

• Drawing(s) and specification(s) that
are part of an addendum, change
order, construction change directive,
or supplemental document must be
sealed/signed/dated.

• If specifications are issued in a bound
grouping that includes a table of 
contents or index listing each 
specification, the seal/signature/
date must be placed in at least one
conspicuous location on the bound
document.

• Any individual specification sheet 
that is issued separately must be
sealed/signed/dated individually. 

• In a feasibility study, only the 
drawing(s) and specification(s) 
included in the feasibility study must
be sealed/signed/dated. 

• Alternatively, the drawing(s) and
specification(s) included in a 
feasibility study may be marked to
indicate that they may not be used for
regulatory approval, permitting, or
construction.

• Registrants are no longer required to
seal their consultants’ documents or
include the expiration date of their
registration.

Louis M. Cruz, architect (Schertz, TX): revocation of
registration for directly or indirectly soliciting, offering, giv-
ing, or receiving any thing or any service of significant value
as an inducement or reward to secure specific publicly fund-
ed architectural work. 

Edward Carruth Flato, architect (San Antonio,
TX): administrative penalty of $300 for submitting plans and
specifications for accessibility review later than the fifth day
after the date the plans and specifications were issued; for-
mal reprimand for failure to affix his architectural seal and
his signature to architectural plans he issued.

Hervey R. Lavoie, architect (Denver, CO): adminis-
trative penalty of $300 for submitting plans and specifications
for accessibility review later than the fifth day after the date on
which he affixed his seal to the plans and specifications.

Edmundo Lopez, Jr., architect (Austin, TX): admin-
istrative penalty of $2,000 for two occurrences in which he
engaged in the practice of architecture while his registration
was on inactive status; reprimand for use of a noncompliant
architectural seal and failure to affix the date of signature to
a sheet of architectural drawings he sealed and signed.  

David V. Shrum, architect (Austin, TX): formal rep-
rimand for violation of Rules 1.102(b) and 1.103(a). 

T. Conrad Staley, architect (Wichita Falls, TX):
formal reprimand for violation of Rule 1.103(a). 

David Scott Windle, architect (Dallas, TX): formal
reprimand for violation of Rule 1.103(a).

Stephen C. Berkenbile, landscape architect

(Southlake, TX): formal reprimand for violation of Rule
3.148(a).

James A. Patrick, architect (Dallas, TX): required
to complete ethics course for violation of Rule 1.148(b).

Financial  Aid
Are you taking the Architect
Registration Examination (ARE) or did
you complete the ARE after 9/1/99? If so
you could qualify for a $500 financial aid
award program that was created for
Texans pursuing careers in architecture.
Applicants for the award must meet the
following criteria: 
• Have resided in Texas for at least

twelve months immediately preceding
the date of application 

• Have passed sections of the exam for
which the combined fees total at least
$500 

• Have been approved for examination
by TBAE and paid all required fees 

• Have not been disciplined by an 
architectural registration board and 
are not currently under investigation

• Meet established financial 
requirements

Changes  to  the 
Landscape Architect
Registrat ion
Examination (LARE)
The Council for Landscape Architect
Registration Boards (CLARB) has 
introduced a new computerized test 
format. While registrants will still be
required to qualify for testing with
TBAE, once the requirements are met
candidates may take a portion of the

Landscape Architect Registration
Examination (LARE) at any of the 
testing centers throughout Texas, not
just in Austin.

Beginning this summer, TBAE will
no longer administer the multiple choice
sections of the LARE. Section A—Legal
and Administrative Aspects of Practice,
Section B—Analytical Aspects of Practice
and Section D—Structural Considerations
and Materials and Methods of Construction
will be administered by CLARB in a
computer-based format at LaserGrade
test centers. These sections will be
administered in August and again in
March at the 31 centers across Texas.
Candidates also have the option to test
at any of the 700 centers nationwide. 

The computer format offers several
benefits for candidates: travel time and

Best  Pract ices :
Contract  Tips
Contracts are a necessary part of doing
business and can mean the difference
between a job that sails smoothly and one
that ends in litigation. A thorough 
written contract can help avoid 

misunderstandings that could cause 
significant problems in a professional 
relationship. Even people who have
worked together for years might have 
different ideas about the terms of a 
particular business deal. TBAE recom-
mends that an attorney experienced 
in construction law be consulted to 
assist in developing a contract form. 

Information commonly used in 
contracts:
• Identifying information such as: the

name and location of the project; the
name, address, and telephone number
of the design professional; and the
name, address, and telephone number
of the client.

• Detailed description of the services the
design professional plans to provide
and a clear description of the costs

One of the 
concerns that I
hear from 
registrants is that
they want to see
more stringent
application of the

law. They want architects, interior
designers, and landscape architects to
be held to a higher standard. I agree
and so does the Legislature. Recent 
legislation has given TBAE the 
authority to charge higher penalties
and to prioritize penalties. This 
authority strengthens our position 
as an enforcement agent. 

TBAE is also resolving more cases
involving nonregistrants and is now
authorized to issue a cease and desist
order to a nonregistrant who violates
the law.

We are committed to ensuring 
that those who break the law and 
put the public at risk are dealt with
firmly. By taking a solid stand in
enforcing the law, everyone benefits—
from the citizens of Texas to the 
professionals who practice ethically
and competently. 

such as: fees and payment terms;
amount of the retainer and how it 
will be applied; costs that will be 
covered by the client and payment of
additional costs; and approval process
for unscheduled costs.

• Clarification of who will own the
design documents once the project is
complete.

• Procedure for either party to follow to
terminate the agreement before the
services have been completed as well
as one for handling any dispute that
might arise.

• Description of the client’s responsi-
bilities as well as specific descriptions
of any aspects of the project that are
unusual.

• Procedure for making changes to the
contract (only written changes signed
by both parties should be allowed).

• Signatures of the design professional
and the client and the date each 
party signs. 

• The statement of jurisdiction required
by Texas law (see TBAE Rules 1.106,
3.106, and 5.115). 

• Other information recommended by
the design professional’s or client’s
attorney.

Best  Pract ices :  
Ethics  in Business
The best way to prevent potential legal
problems in business is to maintain 
standards that are above reproach. 
Here are a few tips that might help 
prevent future trouble:

Mainta in  h igh s tandards .

Acknowledge mistakes .

Communicate ;  be  access ib le .

Respect  your  c l ients .

Report  abuse .

When in  doubt… If you encounter 
a professional dilemma that is not 
covered by your profession’s laws, 
rules or nationally accepted 
professional standards consider 
asking this question: “How will my
response be viewed by the public or
fellow professionals?” While we 
generally should treat others as 
we would like to be treated, we 
should also consider how others will
perceive our actions.

Profess ional  Fees
The Texas Legislature passed a law 
effective 9/1/03, requiring a $200 
professional fee from all design 
professionals which will help fund the
state’s general revenue. This fee has 
been imposed on architects for several
years, and landscape architects and 
interior designers will now pay the fee as
well.
